Barrette to 
Take Stand 
On Grants 

i Premier Antonio Barrette an- 
nounced Saturday he will write 
to Prime Minister Diefenbaker 
this week in the hopo of solving 
the issue of Federal grants to 
universities. 

Mr. Barrette made the state- 
ment to members of the press 
shortly after reading Mr. Diefon- 
baker's reply to the late Premier 
Paul Sauvc's letter asking for 
clarifications to the assembly. 

I The Premier did not indicate 
the contents of his letter to the 

I Assembly but promised to inform 
the Legislature of its contents 
once the document has reached 
the hands of Mr. Diefenbaker.- 

If, as seems likely, Mr. Barret- 
te's government accepts the Fe- 
deral offer, a government bill will 
be placed before the Legislature 
increasing the provincial corpo- 
ration tax from nine to ten per- 
cent and in a coordance with the 
Diefenbaker proposal, the full 

liten percent will be deductible 
from the federal tax on corpora- 
tion profits. 

The Premier also told the press 
that two government bills deal- 
ing with provincial aid to educa- 
tion will bo introduced this week. 
One measure will set up Provin- 
cial university grants on a regu- 
lar basis, to be paid out of the 
province's education fund. No 
new tax will be leviod. The other 
bill will deal With aid to classical 
colleges. 

. No mention was made of the 
25,000,000 dollars still held in 
trust in Ottawa for Quebec uni- 
versities.

WUS activities fall into three 
main categories; students health, 
student housing, and educational 
facilities. Aid may be given to 
individuals or on a group basis. I 
WUS provides scholarships fori 
underprivileged students or pays 
their costs at summer seminars 
such as the one being held la 
Israel next summer. , 

In the field of health, WUS is 
helping to solve the serious pro- . 
blem of tuberculosis in Eastern 
Asia. During the next few years 
support will be given to anti-tu- 
berculosis programs in Japan, 1 
Korea, India, Hongkong, Thai, 
land and South Vietnam. The 
need for funds in Japan is in-' 
dicated by the fact that from • 
15,000 to 20,000 students are in 
need of TB treatment. Two stu.' 
dent wards have been establish- 
ed, but extensive work remains,

Steinberg, a fourth year student 
honouring in Economics and Ma 
them a tics, will now visit the uni 
versitics in Eastern Canada to 
gain their support for the first 
annual conference of SUNAC on 
February 7. The conference, which 
will be held in Montreal, will take 
advantage of the fact that tho 
University Model United Nations, 
also in Montreal, ends tho pre- 
vious day. 

UNAC SPONSORS TRIP 

The United Nations Association 
in Canada, an organization which 
promotes the work of tho United 
Nations, is sponsoring his trip. 
Steinberg was also the Canadian 
Observer for the Association last 
summer at the annual conference 
of the International Students Mo- 
vement for the United Nations. 



Commerce Elections Announced 

The elections jn tho faculties of Commerce and Architecture 
will be held again on January 28.

At the , conference, Steinberg 
spoke about ' the possible organi- 
zation, programming and financing 
of SUNAC with the leaders of si- 
milar organizations from other 
countries. He then submitted a re- 
port to the United Nations Asso- 
ciation which set forth a tentative 
plan of SUNAC. Its final form will 
be fixed by the delegates st the 
first meeting next month. 

PROMOTES UN 

The SUNAC will try to promote 
and strengthen the United Nations 
and in particular will try to en- 
courage^ informed opinions on the 
principles, activities and possibi- 
lities of the U.N. It will also aim 
to provide a body of students ac- 
tively interested in world co-opera- 
tion and to join United Nations ac- 
tivities across Canada., 

Steinberg explained yesterday 
that SUNAC will act in practical 
matters quickly, organizing a Unit- 
ed Nations Day. forming essay 
contests and generally making 
more Information on the U.N. avai- 
lable to the public. 

SUCCESSFUL IN WEST 

His trip to Western Canada, he 
said, had been successful, and es- 
pecially in British Columbia, whe- 
re United Nations activities are 
strong. He is now leaving for 
Eastern Canada, where he will 



visit the cities of Halifax, Frede- 
rickton and St. John's on his trip 
to the Maritime Universities. . 

Ho stated that the probable re- 
gional organization of SUNAC will 
be a division of the country Into 
four regions. The branches at the 
Maritime universities will make 
up one division, and the branches 
at the Western universities an ; 
other. The remaining two regional 
divisions will be the central-east 
group, composed of the French- 
speaking universities and the cen- 
tral-west group, made up of the 
English-speaking universities In 
Ontario and Quebec. 

TORONTO SUPPORT 1 

On his westward trip, Steinberg- 
found that SUNAC has the support 
of the universities and that as A 
result delegates from across Ca- 
nada wïïl attend the organizing 
conference. Particularly important 
was the support of the University 
of Toronto, since Toronto Is tho 
site of the National Headquarters 
of the United Nations Association. 

Some universities, such as the 
University of Manitoba, will not 
attend the organizing conference 
duo to financial difficulties, bul 
hope to participate in SUNAC's nc 
tivitics next year. SUNAC alms t 
have eventually a branch in every 
university in Canada where it mat 
be usefully formed.

The Crooked Cross 

Apparently the Greeks had no word for it. 
It started out as a simple Greek cross, but when its 
ends were bent at right angles it became the swastika, 
and took on a sinister aspect. For in twelve brief years 

* of cultural decay and mass madness in Germany and 
throughout Europe, millions of innocent people were 
nailed to this Crooked Cross in an orgy of sadism, agres- 
sive hatred and political expediency. Torture and murder 

. were indulged in for the sheer delight; of it, and giggling 
Nazis were photographed by their fellow officers as 
"souvenirs" of their "better days". They were photo- 
graphed committing their hideous crimes against huma- 
nity, and the photos eventually found their way into the 
annals of history where they still can be viewed. 

Came the end of the war and the trials. A few of 
the Nazi bigwigs were hanged, a few committed suicide. 
But most of them were' eventually set free.' They are 
free today, both in East and West Germany. They hold 
positions' in government and business and they have 
begun to infect the youth of Germany with their venom. 
This has been known by Western observers for some 
time, yet little or nothing was done about it. Any casual 
observer should have known the eventual outcome. The 
Yuletide season heralding the end of one decade and the 
beginning of a new. one was marred by the familiar 
trademark of Nazism, anti-Semitism. 

Surreptitious swastika-daubing, originating as an 
incipient "fire" in Cologne, spread throughout most 
countries and has not ceased as yet. 

But who is behind this recent anti-Semitic drive ? ; , 
In a full length feature article last week, the Christian 
Science Monitor commented : 

"... the observers and analysts are on much firmer ground . . . 
Their answer Is that there is still an uncomfortably larger number 
of West Germans who either think of Hitler with unconditional 
admiration or maintain that hi* program had many good points 
and was particularly fitted for Germany." 

More disturbing is the report of a poll conducted last year by 
the "German Institute for Dcmoskopie" which showed that 62 per 
cent of West Germans think that having Jews in Germany is 
undesirable. • 1 

Strangely enough, the Monitor corrcsp6ndcnt does not feel 
that it is the revamped Nazis in Germany who are behind the 
recent wave of anti-Semitism. Rather, he points out : 

"...hard-core Nazis cannot be pleased with having public 
attention called to their work by what they probably constder 
unnecessary provocations. In contrast to the young hoodlums 
who,' as public reaction shows, are swimming against the current, 
they have for the past nine years made a determined effort to 
reach their goal by swimming with the current." 

He then goes on to describe no less than four European 
organizations of neo-Nazis or neo-fascists who are making plans 
for taking over Europe under a Nazi-typi: government. One 
organization put itself on record as being against "Bolshevist 
mongrels and capitalist Negroes". . A recent survey shows that 
West Germany has 30 periodicals, 20 book clubs, 47 publishing 
.houses and 120 noted authors and editors serving the Nazis. 

It would be rather an understatement, on the basis of these 
facts and figures, to conclude thai. Nazism is dead. On the other 
hand, it would seem that recent public displays of anti-Semitism 
were created by the "lunatic" and "hoodlum fringe", and not by 
the far more dangerous group who dream- of a united Europe 
under Nazi dictatorship as a "third, bloc" in the Cold War. 

But, hoodlums or not, the recent wane of swastika planting 
leaves nothing but a bad taste in our mouths. Even the McGill 
campus has not been left untouched. Decently we were dismayed 
To- see a swastika and the following Inscription on a desk in the 
Physical Sciences Center : 

"We gave you Jerusalem, give us back McGIll." 

And another recent act of anti-Semitism was in a graveyard 
near Chicago, where swastikas were painted on headstones, flow

The Lizotte Affair

"The unique nature of politics 
in this province was dramatical- 
ly evidenced once again last 
week when Dr. Fern and Lizotte, 
55-year-old MPP for L'Islet rid 
ing, announced to. the parlia- 
mentary press gallery in Quebec 
that he was resigning his seat 
in the legislature. In explain- 
ing the drastic move, Dr. Lizot- 
te said he wanted to remain 
honest "like the late Mr. Du- 
plessis" and he found this intel- 
lectual honesty incompatible 
with serving under Premier Bar- 
rette. His honesty, he submitted, 
wouldn't allow him to remain 
in the House, because the major- 
ity of National Union MPP's 
"did not have the freedom to 
choose the man we wanted for 
Premier (sic)."

cr Maurice Tcllicr told the press 
that he had not yet received 
Dr- Lizottc's resignation. Indeed, 
from latest reports, it is ap- 
parent that the member for 
L'Islet has been induced to 
"reconsider". But even if he 
does not eventually resign. Dr. 
Lizottc's surprising statement of 
last week deserves some critical 
comment. 

The statement deserves com- 
ment from two points of view: 
firstly, as a divulgemcnt of cau- 
cus proceedings: and secondly, 
as an explanation of Dr. Li- 
zottc's reasons for "resigning". 

Firstly, then, it should be 
noted the physician's statement 



rendered public the purely pri- 
vate proceedings of his party's 
caucus. There is of course no 
official law or rule against such 
indiscretion. But then again so 
little . of the Canadian parlia- 
mentary framework is based on 
written rules that one can hard- 
ly judge political behaviour en- 
tirely by criteria which appear 
black or white. Dr- Lizotte's ac- 
tion, therefore, should be eval- 
uated by its relation to the 
conventional nature and purpo- 
se of a parly caucus. In nis 
classic The Government of Ca- 
nada. Professor Dawson put the 
matter this way:

HAMILTON — Jim 15 - 
(CUP) The leader of the 
Progressive Conservative Student 
Federation is willing to debate an 
Allegation that the Canadian Uni- 
versity Liberal Federation retains 
nn advertising agency to draw up 
its political pamphlets, according 
to the local PC leader. 

Glcnda Casson, president of the 
McMaster PC Club, said that Ted 
Hoger, PCSF leader, "referred 
to the fact that the CULF makes 
use of an advertising agency to 
write its material, rather than 
using solely the literary contribu- 
tions of the students, as is the 
democratic practice of the PCSF." 
This reference is said to have been 
made in October. 

Miss Casson. stated that Mr. 
Rogers is willing to " meet Tom 
Sommerville, CULF head, at ony 
time, and any place to debate the 
issue and bring it before the public. 
However, Peter Cadoau, local Li- 
beral leader, said this week, "Mr 
Rogers has never challenged Mr. 
Sommerville in writting or by any 
olhcr formal means. His charges, 
which he has never defined, have 
been made' only in speaking to 
Conservative Clubs." 

Cadeau also denied the charges 
when they were first voiced, and 
further Liberal denials were heard 
Oct. 27 when the Honorable Lester 
Pearson, told McMaster students 
that such statements were false. 
Nov. 14. Jim Scott, at. the Ontario 
regional CULF held in Hamilton, 
also declared the Conservative 
charge to be in error. 

Cadeau has produced copies of 
the pamphlets in question for the 
campus paper The Silhouette. The 
first was the federation's monthly 
news letter, of which he said, "For 



a little over a year the news letter 
has been solely a student publi- 
cation. If there are no contributions 
received from the students, the 
letter cannot appear. McMaster is 
scheduled to write the February 
issue of the letter." 

Concerning the second CULF pu- 
blication, he explained, "Our re- 
cruiting pamphlet, which is sent 
out every September, has not been 
changed in content for some years. 
It is simply a description of the 
CULF. This admittedly has not 
been done by a university student."

"The first of these aids (foi 
the Cabinet to maintain) unfal- 
tering and unmffled party sup- 
port is the parliamentary cau- 
cus... It is true that the member 
tolio attends these meetings is 
allowed and expected to express 
his views... But he pays well 
for these facilities- In return 
for them... he tacitly agrees to 
accept the decision of the caucus 
as final..." . 

At the Union National caucus! 
last week, members were in-' 
vited to express their views. Dr. 
Lizotte apparently felt that it 
would he inexpedient for him 
to take advantage of the op- 
portunity. Did this justify his 
behaviour one week later? The 
reader should draw his own con- 
clusions- 

Against that background. Dr. 
Lizotte's statement should be 
examined from a second point 
of view, that is, as an explana- 
tion of his intended resignation. 

Here the reader should ask 
himself some questions. For ex- 
ample, why did Dr. Lizotte wait 
a full week to express his dis- 
pleasure with the manner in 
which Premier Barrette was se- 
lected? Why did he sign the pe- 
tition which indicated unanim- 
ous party approval of Mr. Bar- 
rette? For someone who has 
been an MPP since he defeated 
former: Liberal leader Adélard 
Godbout in 1048, can "undem- 
ocratic procedure" be a valid 
reason for resignation in 1960? 

Did the private members 
have any more to say about 
who should be their leader un- 
der the Duplessis and Sauvé 
regimes than they had last 

When these questions are an- 
swered, at least one other cir- 
cumstance should be considered. 
That is the fact that L'Islet 
riding, represented by Dr. Li- 
zotte. forms *a huge . chunk of 
the federal constituency (Mont- 
magny-L'Islet which currently 
seatless Liberal Leader Jean-Le- 
sage held for more than thir- 
teen years- 

If Lesage decides 'to run In 
L'Islet next June, things will 
look very fishy Indeed.
